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Investigation into ‘brutal’ 1993 murder of OAP re-opened 

Cops in hi-tech 
bid to find killer 
of Arthur, 76

POLICE are to re-examine 
forensic evidence in a bid to 
catch the person who committed 
a murder 20 years ago. 

As the anniversary passed on 
Monday, Northamptonshire 
Police announced it was to review 
the case of Arthur Brumhill. 

Mr Brumhill, 76, was murdered 
on January 21, 1993. 

His body was found in the base¬ 
ment of what was then a pet and 
garden centre in Wellingborough 
Road, Northampton. 

A high-profile investigation 
followed, which was featured on 
BBC’s Crimewatch. 

Using the developments in 


forensic techniques available 
since 1993, the East Midlands 
Special Operations Unit (EMSOU) 
Review Team has conducted a 
thorough review of the case, 
which has led to the submission 
of a number of items for further 
examination. 

The force is now awaiting the 
results of the analysis. DI Louise 
Hemingway, of EMSOU, said: 
“Unfortunately not every murder 
is immediately solvable, but our 
commitment to bringing the 
offender to justice remains as 
strong as it did 20 years ago. 

“We never forget that behind 
every murder there is a family 
who continue to live with the 
trauma and pain such a death 
brings. 


“Sadly, with Arthur’s case 
remaining unsolved, his family 
have not had the opportunity to 
find the closure that most other 
families have. 

“Along with Arthur’s family, we 
are appealing for anyone with 
any information to come forward 
so this case can be solved.” 

His daughter, Sue Blake, said: 
“Though my father was 
murdered 20 years ago, not a day 
goes by when I don’t think of him 
and of the brutal way his life was 
ended. 

“If anybody has any informa¬ 
tion they have been withholding 
over the past two decades for 
whatever reason, please, please 
come forward.”

‘Mysterious’ letters told of 
Doc Marten wearing killer 



SEEKING JUSTICE: Arthur Brumhill died in the shop where he worked

TWENTY years ago a retired 
pensioner was killed in the 
shop where he worked part 
time ‘for the sake of just a 
few pounds’. 

Arthur Brumhill was found 
by a co-worker at about 
8.30am the day after he was 
murdered in the basement of 
the store in 1993. 

The 76-year-old was 
employed in the Pet and 
Garden Centre in 
Wellingborough Road, 
Northampton. 

He had received several 
heavy blows to the head. A 
tyre lever was missing from 
the shop after his death. 

On the evening he was 
killed, a witness described 
seeing two men in the store 
as he drove past around 
9.30pm. 

Mr Brumhill was described 
as a ‘kind person, very gentle, 
quietly spoken but with a 
great sense of humour’. 

In a Crimewatch appear¬ 
ance at the time, Detective 
Superintendent Rob 
Thorogood said there had 
been no forced entry into the 
shop. 


He said it seemed as if 
Arthur had let the person in 
and that someone left the 
shop through an open 
window upstairs. 

There were boot marks on 
the windowsill which indi¬ 
cated the person who left 
them was going out, not 
coming in. 

Det Supt Thorogood told 


the TV show that he was 
particulary interested in two 
‘mysterious’ letters which 
had been sent to police, 
apparently giving descrip¬ 
tions of the killer. 

Part of one letter said: ‘On 
the Monday, he was wearing 
a denim jacket, cream/off- 
white trousers and brown 
Airwair type shoes, on the 


Tuesday he looked more 
‘aggressive’. 

‘He had a green jacket, 
shortened jeans and 
extremely tall Doc Marten 
boots (deep red or maroon 
colour) and on this occasion 
he was banging on the door.’ 

The police believed the kill¬ 
er was in his late teens and 
around 5ft 5, with mousy 
brown hair. 

During the initial investiga¬ 
tion, 14 people were arrested 
and two people’s cases were 
sentto the Crown Prosecution 
Service. 

However, the cases against 
them were dropped due to 
‘lack of evidence’. 

Mr Brumhill lived in 
Northampton his whole life. 

His daughter Sue Blake 
said: “Every year on that date 
I go through the process of 
what happened and feel that 
my dad met a very untimely 
and horrific death. And we 
don’t know why. 

“I am certainly not seeking 
revenge; I am seeking 
justice.” 

Now, the police are hoping 
that developments in foren¬ 
sic technology will help them 
finally catch the person who 
killed Mr Brumhill. 


Family trio are jailed 
over cannabis farms 


AN organised crime family respon¬ 
sible for running cannabis farms 
have been sent to prison for a total 
of more than 11 years. 

Four men pleaded guilty at 
Northampton Crown Court on 
Friday to production of class B 
drugs. 

In September last year more than 
40 officers carried out Operation 
Insight which led to a small 
cannabis factory being discovered 
in Nether Heyford and a large scale 
enterprise in Shelton Farm, East 
Haddon. 

Officers discovered that the 
family was also involved in several 
major crimes, including handling 
a stolen caravan, valued at £9,000, 
found when one of the farms was 
raided. 

It had originally been stolen from 
Bugbrooke sometime between 
August 17-18, 2012. 

- William Fury, 47, of Southfield 
Avenue, Northampton, was jailed 
for three years and four months. 

- William Fury funior, 26, of 
Southfield Avenue, Northampton, 
was jailed for three years and two 
months. 

- foseph Fury, 32, of Southfield 
Avenue, Northampton, was jailed 
for three years and two months. 

- Daniel Stojanovic, 25, of 
Rosebery Avenue, Northampton, 
was jailed for one year and six 
months. 

A fifth man, Clive Lawrence, 68, 
of Shelton Farm, East Haddon, was 
also arrested during the investiga¬ 
tion. His farm was being used by 
the Furys to grow cannabis, which 
he was unaware of. When the war¬ 



rant was executed at his farm 
house, officers found firearms and 
ammunition. 

He was charged with three fire¬ 
arms related offences and was 
sentenced to a total of six years in 
prison suspended for two years 
and given a three month supervi¬ 
sion order. 

Assistant Chief Constable Martin 
felley said: “This was a well organ¬ 
ised crime group who set-up a 
sophisticated cannabis factory 
which had the capabilities of pro¬ 
ducing over £1.2 million pounds of 
cannabis per year.” 


Inquest opened into the 
death of popular Joe, 24 


A CORONER has 
opened the inquest 
into the death of a 
Northampton 
tattooist. 

Joe Kent, 24, died at 
Milton Keynes General 
Hospital last week 
after an assault on 
January 13. 

The newlywed, who 
was married in 
August, ran Lucky 13 
Tattoos in Harborough 
Road, Kingsthorpe. 

His family paid trib¬ 
ute to the ‘perfect son, 
husband, brother, 
grandson, nephew, 
son-in-law, brother-in- 
law and friend’. 

The inquest was 
opened on Friday and 
was adjourned until 
June. 

Mr Kent died the day 
before what would 
have been his 25th 
birthday. 

He was assaulted 
outside Xscape in 
Milton Keynes. 

Three men have been 
charged with GBH. 

Thames Valley Police 
will be reviewing the 
charges after Mr 
Kent’s death. 

Samir Bostan, 25, of 
Fishermead, Milton 
Keynes, Hamza Noor, 
22, of Wembley, 
Middlesex and Tariq 
Bostan, 26, of 
Middleton, Milton 
Keynes, were all 


charged with one 
count of Section 18 
GBH and two counts of 
ABH. 

They appeared at 
Aylesbury Crown 
Court on Tuesday 
where their case was 
transferred to Luton 
Crown Court. 

They will appear 
there on April 12. All 
three were remanded 
in custody. 

The Herald & Post 
and sister paper MK 
NEWS have been 
inundated with imag¬ 
es from people who 
have been tattooed by 
Mr Kent. 

Friend George 
Devey, from 
Northampton, is one 
of those who was in 
the process of having 
a tattoo done by Mr 
Kent. 

He says he will now 
have it finished by 
another friend, but it 
will now be slightly 
redesigned to include 
a tribute. 

Mr Devey said: “Joe 
had a candle tattooed 
on his neck with the 
word ‘amour’, so I’m 
going to get that rep¬ 
licated on the inside 
of my arm. 

“The tattoo meant 
something to me 
already, but now it 
means more than it 
did before.”

Call for action over attacks on guide dogs for the blind 


THE Police and Crime 
Commissioner is asking Chief 
Constable Adrian Lee to ensure 
that attacks against guide dogs 
are recorded. 

Adam Simmonds said he was 
‘appalled and saddened’ to learn 
the extent of attacks on guide 
dogs by other dogs in public. 

Jackie Elshaw, of the Central 
Midlands Team of the Guide Dogs 


for the Blind Association, told 
him that on average eight dogs a 
month are attacked, usually by 
so-called ‘status dogs’. 

Figures show that since May 
2010 there have been attacks on 
four guide dogs in Northampton¬ 
shire. In one of the most serious 
incidents a woman was left 
abandoned after her guide dog 
was attacked in Wellingborough. 


Mr Simmonds is also writing 
to ministers to support the 
Association’s campaign for 
stronger legal sanctions. 

It is lobbying the government 
so an attack on a guide dog is 
treated like an attack on an 
owner and classed as a criminal 
offence. 

It also wants tougher regula¬ 
tions on micro-chipping for dogs. 


Ms Elshaw said: “If I am on my 
own and my dog is attacked I 
have no redress in law and the 
owner of the dog that attacks will 
shoot off very quickly. 

“Even an attack with minor 
injuries is enormously distressing 
and the guide dog remains wary. 
These dogs are trained to disre¬ 
gard other dogs so they can con¬ 
centrate on helping the owner.”

One-way street to 
stay for four months

SCAFFOLDING on a fire-rav¬ 
aged building is unlikely to 
come down until at least May. 

The old Angel Hotel, which 
housed Fat Cat cafe, in Bridge 
Street was destroyed by a fire 
more than a year ago and the 
road has since been closed to 
two-way traffic to allow for the 
structure. 

Speaking to the Herald & Post, 
leader of Northampton Borough 
Council David Mackintosh said 
that at a meeting with local 
businesses on Tuesday they 
were told by the construction 
company that survey work was 
to be carried out on the site next 
week. 

Cllr Mackintosh said the next 
step would be a planning appli¬ 
cation to remove the scaffolding 
which is likely to happen around 
May time. 



He said he had been frustrated 
with the length of time it had 
taken for progress to be made on 
the site. 

He said: “At the time this hap¬ 
pened it was an emergency situ¬ 
ation and we had a responsibility 
to step in for public safety, but 
since then it has been in the 
hands of the private company. 


“The businesses share my con¬ 
cern as it has had a massive 
impact on the town centre. 

“What I have said is that any 
planning application will be 
looked at very quickly to speed 
up the process. 

“We will make this a priority 
because of the impact on busi¬ 
nesses and traffic flow.”

Cops ask for stop 
and search rating

ALMOST 22 people are 
stopped and searched by 
police each day - and 
now cops want those 
individual’s views about 
their ‘experience’. 

In the past year 
Northamptonshire 
Police has used its pow¬ 
ers to stop people who 
are suspected of illegal 
activity more than 7,900 
times. 

On average the force is 
stopping some 28 people 
a day, or 642 a month, 
under the legislation. 


Superintendent Andy 
Cox said: “A police officer 
has the power to stop and 
search an individual, or 
their vehicle, if they have 
reasonable grounds to 
suspect they are involved 
in crime, are carrying 
illegal drugs, a weapon, 
stolen property, or some¬ 
thing that could be used to 
commit a crime. 

“There are a number of 
laws that give officers the 
powers to do this without 
having to arrest someone 
first, but it must be pro¬ 
portionate and they must 
have clear grounds for 
doing so, based on accu¬ 


rate and up to date infor¬ 
mation. 

“Nearly 8,000 stop and 
searches have been 
carried out by officers 
over the last 12 months 
and we are very keen for 
anyone who has experi¬ 
enced this to complete 
our questionnaire. 

“For example, we want to 
know if the officer gave you 
their name, explained why 
they had stopped you and 
what they were looking for. 

“We also want to know 
how you felt about the 
search and if anything 
could have been done to 
improve the experience.”

Think of all the other animals 

READERS will be sickened to learn that some 
beef burgers sold by leading UK supermarkets 
contain almost 30 per cent horse meat. 

They may be more shocked that in 2011, 8118 
horses were slaughtered in the UK. 

The majority would have been ordinary 
riding ponies, while 1127 were thoroughbreds, 
discarded by the racing industry. 

If that is a sombre thought, then reflect for a 
moment on the animals who make up the 
remaining 70 per cent of that burger. 

Each year in the UK alone, approximately 
1,000 million animals (not including fish) are 
farmed and killed for food - around three mil¬ 
lion of that number are cows. 

Animal Aid’s website has recent footage of 
cows, pigs, goats, sheep and horses, all taken 
inside UK slaughterhouses, and the grim truth 
is plain to see. 

All animals feel fear and pain. 

If you care about those horses who were 
killed for their meat, then please spare a 
thought for all the other animals, and make 
the compassionate decision. Adopt an animal- 
free diet.

Minister in call for 
999 service review

EAST Midlands Ambulance 
Service (EMAS) has come under 
fire in the House of Commons. 

MPs took part in a debate which 
focused on the poor response 
times of the service and its plans 
to reduce the number of stations 
across the region. 

Health minister, Ann Soubry 
said: “I too, have had many con¬ 
cerns about EMAS. 

“I think there is a case for re¬ 
examining targets and I hope he 
would join me in saying to the 
ambulance service, ‘Let’s look 


again at these targets in the NHS.’ 
I will certainly be making the 
recommendation we need to look 
again at the ambulance service.” 

A case which was highlighted 
recently in the Herald & Post 
involved a teenager from East 
Hunsbury, Northampton, who 
was left in agony on a football 
pitch for nearly two-and-a-half 
hours before an ambulance 
arrived. 

Julian da Silva, 18, had been 
playing for Irchester Sports 
against Burton Park in Barton 
Seagrave on Sunday, January 6 
when he suffered a double frac¬ 
ture to his right leg. His parents 


are making a formal complaint to 
EMAS. 

Any decision on the business 
plan to create ‘hubs’ across the 
region has been postponed for 
until March. 

The additional time will allow 
EMAS to continue to work closely 
with staff representatives to 
review the alternative options 
with the aim of developing final 
proposals for the Board to con¬ 
sider. 

Any plans would be imple¬ 
mented within five years and 
would save around £548,000 a 
year. Across the region the 66 
hubs would be reduced to 13.

THERE is a saying that the mail 
always goes through but to this 
you can add another. 

Meals at Home in 
Northamptonshire always 
deliver whatever the weather 
and even on Christmas Day. 

In the past three days, the 
skills and determination of the 
service, which used to be called 
Meals on Wheels, has been put 
to the test by the heavy snow. 

Last Thursday, the team met to 
discuss a plan of action as they 
knew there was bad weather 
hitting on Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday. 

This meant doubling up on 
everything to insure there were 
enough meals for everyone as 
snow makes driving difficult. 

Run by Northamptonshire 
County Council, staff have been 
a lifeline for people in their 70s, 
80s and 90s who are eligible for a 
warm lunchtime meal in their 
own homes. 

Every day vans and private 
cars leave the kitchens in 
Northampton, Wellingborough 
and Corby at 11am to deliver 350 
hot meals. 

These are selected from a 
menu which lasts customers for 
two months at a time but if they 
do not like what is on offer an 
alternative can be found. 

The menu includes meat and 
two vegetables, cottage pie, fish 
and chips, pasta and vegetarian 


meals. Each meal comes with 
dessert which can include a 
sponge pudding, a crumble or 
milk pudding. 

The cost of a main meal and 
pudding is £3.35. For just a meal 
it costs £2.45. 

Manager Eileen fones said: “All 
the meals are placed in foil 
containers and are kept warm in 


an oven in the Northampton 
vans or in hot boxes which have 
thermostats for those covering 
the east of the county. 

“The drivers start at the 
furthest point and work back to 
base. 

“We believe everyone is grate¬ 
ful for the meals they get and 
many of them would not speak

17 years, said her favourite part 
of the job was knowing all the 
meals had been delivered. 

She explained if one of the 
drivers could not make it into 
work then she would insure 
another member of staff would 
cover the gap so the 25 meals 
each driver delivers gets 
through. 

If any of the drivers arrive at a 
property and cannot get an 
answer they phone the office 
who contact the next of kin. 

If they found any pensioner on 
the floor, they would call the 
office and then call 999 immedi¬ 
ately. 

Mrs Jones praised the work of 
all the drivers in the last few 
days for getting the meals 
through and for no one missing 
out on a hot lunch.

to anyone throughout the day if 
they did not get a meal. 

“We usually hand over the 
meals but can, in some circum¬ 
stances, put the meal on a plate 
and get a glass of water. 

“We cater for the needs of the 
individual as some people 
cannot move around well or 
they might be hard of hearing or 


deaf. We deliver meals every day 
of the week including weekends 
and on Christmas Day, Boxing 
Day and New Year’s Day. 

“We have a pool of 40 drivers 
and we have a different rota 
during the week and at week¬ 
ends.”

How to choose subjects at GCSE level 

Keeping your options open. The subjects your child chooses to study at key

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Fake jewellery dealer gets 30-month prison sentence 




A COUNTERFEIT jewellery import¬ 
er and distributor has been jailed. 

Jinbao Zhang received a 30-month 
custodial sentence at Northampton 
Crown Court. 

In August 2011, a vehicle driven by 
Zhang, from Stoke-on-Trent, was 
stopped by Northamptonshire 
Police while travelling on the Ml. 

A number of counterfeit items 
(left) were seized including jewel¬ 
lery, purses and bags with various 
fashion logos such as Chanel, Louis 
Vuitton, fuicy Couture, Paul’s 
Boutique, Pandora, Links, Thomas 
Sabo and Tiffany & Co. 

It is estimated the items seized 


had a value of around £500,000 if 
they had been sold as genuine items. 

A spokesperson from 
Northamptonshire County Council 
trading standards said: “Not only 
does the sale of counterfeit goods 
undermine the business of legiti¬ 
mate retailers, it also pushes up the 
price of genuine products. 

“We will continue to take action 
wherever appropriate and consum¬ 
ers should also be aware when 
being offered products at seemingly 
bargain prices.

Council may vote for 
cut in polling stations

NORTHAMPTON Borough 
Council is planning to reduce 
the number of polling stations 
in the town by 30. 

The authority is starting a 
review of the stations and places 
in Northampton. 

There are currently 128 polling 
stations at 95 locations across 
Northampton. This includes 24 
schools, often meaning the build¬ 
ing has to fully or partly close. 

Under new proposals 
Northampton would need over 


30 fewer polling stations, and 17 
less locations would be used. 

This would also result in a 
reduction in the number of 
schools being used, as well as 
fewer mobile polling stations 
being needed. 

A spokesman for Northampton 
Borough Council said: “Your right 
to vote is incredibly important, so 
I would ask everyone to take a 
look at these proposals and tell us 
what you think. 

“We want to make voting an 
easy and simple process. At the 
same time, it should not be 
disruptive to the local communi¬ 


ties.” Under plans put forward by 
the Local Government Boundary 
Commission the county council 
would lose 16 councillors by this 
year’s May election. 

A number of new parish coun¬ 
cils are to be created by 
Northampton Borough Council.

bling. In the early days I wrote a lot of the 
songs in my bedroom and it is strange to 
think these went out all over the world.

Citroen racer really 
looks up to speed! 



THE extrovert Citroen DS3 Racing is a 
fine hot hatch that has been given an 
enormous injection of charisma. 

Fortunately it’s not all mouth and no 
trousers. 

Citroen has taken a very long time to 
leverage its motorsport success but the 
DS3 Racing is a fitting tribute to the 
geniuses who have helped Sebastien 
Loeb to seven consecutive World Rally 
Championship titles. 

It’s a genuinely top drawer hot hatch, 
though maybe not one for those who 
want to keep a low profile. 

The engine that powers the DS3 
Racing has been developed by Citroen 
in partnership with BMW and it’s a little 
gem, wearing its turbocharging so lightly 
that it feels like a bigger capacity 
normally-aspirated motor. 

You may have tried a version of it 
already if you’ve driven the MINI Cooper 
S or the Peugeot 207 GTI and it’s 
probably the best small capacity petrol 
engine around at the moment. 

Plumbed into the snub nose of the DS3 
Racing, it propels it from rest to 60mph 
in just 6.3 seconds which puts its 
performance firmly in the first division 
for affordable hot hatches. 

Maximum torque also steps up from 
240Nm to 275Nm and is available over 
a wider range to improve acceleration 
and engine flexibility. 

The DS3 Racing is quick enough 


to worry serious sports cars. The Citroen 
is cut from very different cloth, offering 
the sort of turbocharged punch that 
aftermarket tuners will be queuing up 


to stiffen still further. Citroen has hit on 
a cracking formula with the DS3 Racing. 
Long may the winning streak 
continue.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address. If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

RUGBY union takes another step 
forward in terms of innovation 
this weekend, but do not expect to 
be seeing any 4G pitches being 
installed at Franklin’s Gardens as 
long as Jim Mallinder is still in 
charge at Northampton Saints. 

Saracens’ unveiling of their new 
home at Allianz Park in Barnet on 
Sunday will be the first-ever top¬ 
flight rugby match to be played on 
an artificial surface. 

Mallinder understands the 
potential benefits but he is keen to 
see the game still played on natu¬ 
ral pitches, even in spite of the 
recent heavy snow. 

“I’ve always played on grass and 
you can probably call me old 
school but I quite like going 
through the seasons,” said 
Mallinder. 

“I know it’s absolutely horren¬ 
dous out there and you might be 
thinking we want artificial, but I 
guess they get covered in snow as 
well. I like to play when the pitches 
are hard, when it rains and they’re 
wet, and so on.”

Sarries chief executive Ed
